Washington, Nov. 14. — On Monday, j 
Dee. 5, three weeks from today, tho 
Fifty-second congress will meet in final 
session. In the interest which hue. cen- 
tered round the probable make-up and 
action of the Fifty-third congress sight 
has been lost for the time of the im- 
portant work yet remaining uncom- 
pleted on tho calendar of the Fd y-seu- 
oud congress. 

One of the first matters to be brought 
before the senate will be the Washburn I 
anti-option bill, which has already , 
paused the house, and lias shown that it 
lias a clear majority in favor of its pass- 
age in tie senate.

Its provisions are so sweeping that 
they would practically, it is charged, | 
shut up the Chicago wheat pit, the New 
Orleans Cotton exchange, and other in- 
stitutions of like character.

Cleveland has carried Indiana by not 
less than 7,000. 

Indianapolis, Nov. 10.— Indinna has 
joined the procession, and is Democratic 
iq all its branches. Returns are now 
snfiloently complete to give fairly reli- 
able estimates on all the ninety-two 
conntiee of the state.

Furthermore, if other work is pressing, 
the hay can remain in small stacks till 
light frosts occur, when tho baling can 
lx> done without hindering plowing or 
any other urgent work. Waterproof 
caps for f mall stacks or cocks can bo 
obtained at little cost or made on the 
farm in a short lime.

They teach tho ne- 
cessity cf progress in ngiiciiliiiro, an 1 
cs]iei hilly u facility for prompt 7 idapta- 
tion cf current effort to changing condi- 
tions.
